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Horror  Of  Hugo  Lives 
In  Our  Hearts  Forever 


For  many,  this  year  marks  the  horror  of 
Hugo. 

The  most  powerful  storm  of  the  cen- 
tury plowed  into  the  U.S.  Virgin  Islands 
Sept.  17  leaving  behind  it  death  and  de- 
struction. The  fear  of  a  U.S.  mainland  hit 
began. 

By  early  Thursday  morning,  Sept.  21, 
many  S.C.  coastal  residents  played  it  safe 
and  evacuated,  jamming  the  highways 
out  of  Charleston. 

BCC  students  traveled  home  early 
Thursday  taking  with  them  roommates 
and  friends  who  couldn't  make  it  home. 

The  storm  hit  Sept.  21  just  before  mid- 
night packing  winds  of  1 35  miles  per  hour. 
Hugo's  eye  came  ashore  over  the  Isle  of 
Palms  and  brought  with  it  a  wall  of  water 
15-18  feet  high. 

As  Hugo  approached  Charleston,  it 
strengthened  from  a  Category  Two  storm 
to  a  Category  Four.  It  shocked  forecasters 
and  citizens  alike  as  it  traveled  far  into  the 
state  of  S.C.  and  struck  Charlotte,  N.C. 
with  powerful  fury. 

During  the  long  night  of  Hugo,  every- 
one in  the  Charleston  area  realized  the 
destruction  would  be  much  greater  than 
anticipated.  What  no  one  realized  until 
days  later  was  how  long  the  effects  of  the 
hurricane  would  be  felt. 

Homes  were  blown  off  foundations, 
boats  pushed  ashore,  and  trees  were  down 
everywhere. 


Everyone  learned  to  live  without  elec- 
tricity, water  and  phones.  Neighbors 
helped  neighbors  and  shared  what  they 
had  with  others  less  fortunate.  Some  towns 
went  two  weeks  or  more  without  power. 
It  was  to  be  months  before  all  the  debris 
could  be  removed. 

Baptist  College  put  its  Emergency  Re- 
sponse Manual /Disaster  Plan  into  effect 
the  evening  of  Sept.  20.  The  maintenance 
and  housing  departments  worked  quickly 
Sept.  21  to  prepare  the  campus  for  Hugo. 

In  addition  to  students  who  stayed  on 
campus,  there  were  several  faculty  and 
staff  members  and  their  families  who  came 
to  campus  after  being  evacuated  from  their 
homes. 

Despite  extensive  roof  and  water 
damage  and  fallen  trees,  the  College  re- 
sumed classes  Oct.  2.  Southern  Associa- 
tion of  Colleges  and  Schools  requires  stu- 
dents to  attend  school  a  minimum  num- 
ber of  weeks  to  meet  requirements  for 
graduation. 

Final  exams  were  extended  until  Dec. 
22.  Although  students  disliked  staying  in 
school  later,  they  realized  it  was  necessary 
for  December  graduates. 

"I  stayed  here,  and  it  was  pretty  scary. 
I  was  anxious  to  see  what  was  outside,  so 
during  the  eye  of  the  storm,  I  went  out.  All 
I  could  see  were  many  fallen  trees  and 
water  everywhere.  The  second  half  was 
cont.  to  pg.

Directly  across  the  street  from  the  Col- 
lege, Trident  Regional  Medical  Center  lost 
walls  and  windows  to  Hugo.  National 
news  stations  reported  in  error  that  Tri- 
dent was  flattened  by  the  storm. 


Trees  on  electrical  and  telephone  lines 
were  a  familiar  sight  after  Hugo.  Power 
companies  arrived  from  throughout  the 
southeast  to  help  repair  the  lines. 


Sections  of  the  roof  off  Norris  Hall 
came  to  rest  in  the  parking  lot.  Alternate 
classroom  locations  had  to  be  found 
when  students  returned  to  campus. 

Students  left  messages  for  Hugo  before 
leaving  campus.  Most  students  were  able 
to  wait  out  the  storm  at  home. 
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The  Ben  Sawyer  Bridge  resembles  a 
child's  Erector  Set  that  has  been  stepped 
on.  The  Ben  Sawyer  Bridge  is  the  only 
connector  between  the  mainland  and  Isle 
of  Palms  and  Sullivan's  Island. 


Charleston  residents  survey  the  dam- 
age on  Lockwood  Blvd.  Several  boats, 
large  and  small  were  swept  into  the  streets 
from  the  marina. 


Students  accustomed  themselves  well 
to  the  cafeteria  inconveniences.  The  Bal- 
cony and  Gold  room  became  quick  substi- 
tutes for  the  downstairs  dining  area. 

Lightsey  Chapel  sustained  steeple,  roof 
and  water  damage. 


The  Baptist  College  cafeteria  could  not 
escape  the  135  mph  winds.  It  took  ap- 
proximately two  weeks  for  students  to 
resume  eating  in  the  main  dining  area.

worse.  Those  in  my  room  sang  songs  and  fellowshiped. 
Finally  we  just  went  to  sleep,"  said  Kenneth  Wilson,  senior. 

Many  weeks  after  Hugo  hit,  the  streets  were  still  littered 
with  debris.  Residents  struggled  to  put  their  lives  back  to- 
gether. 

Within  a  few  days,  volunteers  from  across  the  nation 
arrived  with  food,  water,  chainsaws,  generators  and  helpful 
hands  to  see  to  people's  physical  needs. 

A  spirit  of  caring  and  generosity  grew  out  of  the  tragedy. 
The  town  of  Toms  River,  N.J.  adopted  hard  hit  McClellan- 
ville.  Students  Sharon  Grosso  and  Dianne  DeOliveira  are 
from  Toms  River. 

"People  know  that  I  go  to  school  here.  They  saw  how  bad 
everything  was  on  the  news.  They  wanted  to  do  something  to 
help,"  said  Grosso. 

The  people  of  Toms  River  sent  a  convoy  of  18  tractor  trailer 
trucks  into  McClellanville  soon  after  the  hurricane.  Radio 
stations,  schools,  hospitals  and  grocery  stores  got  involved  in 
the  relief  effort.  "When  I  go  home  for  Thanksgiving,  they 
want  to  interview  me  on  the  radio,"  said  Grosso. 

Grosso  stayed  here  on  campus  during  the  storm.  "It  was  the 
scariest  thing  I  ever  did."  She  was  not  able  to  contact  her 
family  to  let  them  know  she  was  all  right  until  the  afternoon 
after  Hugo. 

DeOliveira  was  able  to  fly  home  to  Toms  River  to  escape 
the  hurricane. 

Dr.  Silas  Garrison  of  the  English  department  expressed  the 
feelings  of  many,  "It's  an  experience  that  I  would  just  as  soon 
not  go  through  again." 

The  terrifying  days  of  Hugo  will  be  long  remembered. 
Above  all  else,  the  people  of  Charleston  will  remember  that 
possessions  and  homes  are  important,  but  being  alive,  fami- 
lies and  togetherness  are  all  that  really  matter. 
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Athletic  teams  practice  each  afternoon. 
Vanessa  Cunningham  and  Tamara  Rober- 
son  perfect  a  cheer  at  practice.

Baptist  College  has  unique  academic 
opportunities.  Baptist  offers  28  degree 
programs  ranging  from  Chemistry  to 
Music  Therapy. 

A  student  is  not  limited  to  attending 
classes  on  the  main  campus  and  is  not 
limited  to  attending  classes  during  the 
day.  BCC  faculty  members  teach  classes 
at  the  Charleston  Air  Force  Base  and 
Lieber  Correctional  Institute. 

Baptist  College  has  the  only  certified 
Music  Therapy  Program  in  the  state. 
"BCC  has  the  only  program  in  South 
Carolina  leading  to  a  degree  in  Music 
Therapy.  Music  Therapy  is  the  use  of 
music  in  healing,  physical,  mental,  emo- 
tional, and  spiritual"  says  Myra  Jordan, 
director  of  the  Music  Therapy  program. 

Every  student  who  graduates  from 
Baptist  must  have  successfully  com- 
pleted a  Computer  Literacy  course.  This 
course  is  only  one  of  many  courses  that 
is  encompassed  in  a  liberal  arts  educa- 
tion. 

Academics  at  BCC  offers  all  students 
the  opportunity  to  achieve  a  high  qual- 
ity liberal  arts  education.

In  Gary  Edwards'  second 
season  as  head  coach  of  the 
men's  basketball  team,  the 
Buccaneers  finished  with  a 
record  of  12-16.  They  finished 
in  third  place  in  the  conference 
standings  but  lost  in  the  first 
round  of  the  Big  South  tourna- 
ment, 81-68  at  the  hands  of 
Winthrop  College. 

Heder  Ambroise,  who  was 
BCC's  leading  rebounder  av- 
eraging 8.5  boards  a  game, 
was  selected  to  the  1989  Big 
South  All-Conference  team. 

As  the  1990  season  rolled 
around,  Edwards  faced  the 
tough  job  of  replacing  the  55 
points  and  25  rebounds  per 
game  that  were  contributed  by 
Ambroise  and  three  other  start- 
ers from  the  1989  season. 


The  Bucs  averaged  75.8 
points  per  game  in  1989.  Thev 
also  hauled  in  35.8  rebounds  a 
game.  With  the  loss  of  four 
starters,  the  BCC  arsenal  was 
greatly  depleted. 

The  1990  Bucs  were  the  first 
squad  made  up  entirely  of 
players  recruited  by  Edwards. 

Four  players  returned  to  the 
Buccaneer  lineup.  Luther  Tutt, 
a  senior,  started  16  games  for 
BCC  in  1989.

Jacumin  had  a  career  record  of 
83-63.  He  had  his  best  season 
in  1985-86  with  a  21-8  record 
at  Macedonia.  He  was  also 
named  Coach  of  the  Year  in 
Region  6- A  and  5-AA  in  1986- 
87  and  1988-89. 


When  Jacumin  came  to  Bap- 
tist College  he  expressed  that 
his  goal  was  to  start  over  and 
rebuild  the  program.  The

"When  you  build  a  house, 
you  start  from  the  ground  up, 
and  every  step  you  take  dis- 
plays progress,"  he  said.

The  baseball  team  finished 
the  1989  season  with  a  15-26 
record.  The  team  went  6-12  in 
the  Big  South  Conference. 

Jamie  Futrell,  a  1987  BCC 
graduate,  replaced  Ralph  Cia- 
battari  as  head  coach.  Futrell 
became  the  youngest  head 
baseball  coach  in  NCAA  Divi- 
sion I. 

While  at  Baptist,  Futrell 
played  shortstop  and  set  a 
school  single  batting  record  at 
.450  in  1985. 

The  1989  team  averaged  .268 
at  batting  and  scored  20  home 
runs  and  had  45  stolen  bases. 

In  batting  the  team  was  led 
by  Hardy  Ferguson  with  51  hits 
and  a  .349  average.  Steve  Eber- 
sole  led  the  team  with  seven 
home  runs  and  seven  doubles. 


Ebersole  also  had  the  highest 
on  base  average,  getting  on 
base  68  times. 

The  team  started  the  season 
with  11  pitchers  and  was  led 
by  Craig  Inabinet  who  had  a 
3.49  ERA.

Campbell.  Their  largest  win 
was  over  UNC-Asheville  win- 
ning 1 0-6  and  1 3-2  putting  their 
record  at  15-9.  The  Lady  Bucs 
also  hit  an  eight  game  win- 
ning streak,  boosting  team 
morale. 

Overall  the  team  had  a  .254 
batting  average,  scoring  seven 
home  runs,  giving  up  only  81 
walks  and  29  stolen  bases. 
Baptist  left  only  192  players 
on  base  as  opposed  to  the  211 
opponents  left.

Planning  for  Our  Future 


Editor's  Note:  Shannon  Fraser  interviewed  Dr. 
Jairy  C.  Hunter,  Jr.,  president,  on  his  plans  for 
Baptist  College.  This  year  was  a  different  one  for  Dr. 
Hunter  and  his  family.  They  lived  in  Quad  3  while 
their  Summerville  home  was  being  repaired  after 
Hugo. 

Fraser:  How  has  living  in  the  quads  this 
year  helped  you  relate  to  students? 

Hunter:  Living  on  campus  has  pro- 
vided us  with  the  chance  to  know  stu- 
dents better.  By  dining  in  the  cafeteria  two 
and  three  nights  a  week,  I'm  able  to  meet 
students  and  become  involved  with  their 
daily  activities.  I've  even  attended  some  of 
the  activities  that  take  place  on  campus 
such  as  Baptist  Student  Union,  choir  prac- 
tices and  the  annual  Christmas  dance.  I'm 
learning  to  understand  the  schedule  that 
students  keep,  for  example,  getting  up 
late  and  going  to  bed  late.  That  "time 
table"  is  different  than  mine,  but  I'm  learn- 
ing to  cope  with  it. 

Fraser:Where  did  the  "Five  Life  Plan- 
ning Concepts  of  Life"  come  from  and 
how  do  you  relate  them  to  students?

Charleston  has  been  blessed  with  a  wide 
diversity  of  culturally  enlightening 
events. 

Charleston  plays  host  to  Spoleto  Festi- 
val USA.  "Spoleto  offers  a  multitude  of 
art  forms  both  new  and  old,"  says  Ann 
Wilson  of  the  Spoleto  public  relations 
department.  "Spoleto  is  known  for  intro- 
ducing new  works  and  reintroducing 
old  works.  The  Festival  is  critically  ac- 
claimed as  a  world  class  cultural  event." 
The  Spoleto  Festival  originated  in 
Spoleto,  Italy  in  1958.  Carlo  Menotti 
started  Spoleto  Festival  USA  in  1977  as 
an  American  counterpoint  to  the  festival 
in  Italy.

Char- 
leston has  a  wide  range  of  theatre  ven- 
ues. There  is  the  Gaillard  Auditorium, 
and  there  are  smaller  theatres  that  offer 
a  personal  touch. 

Another  factor  in  Charleston  being  cho- 
sen is  the  intimacy  of  the  city.  Most 
Spoleto  event  locations  are  within  walk- 
ing distance  of  each  other,  and  this  makes 
it  more  accessible  to  the  spectators. 
Spoleto  also  received  the  support  of  the 
political  system  which  makes  it  much 
easier  for  the  Festival  to  operate 
smoothly. 

Spoleto  Festival  USA  has  experienced 
great  success  since  its  beginnings  in  1977. 
Much  of  the  success  can  be  contributed 
to  Menotti.  He  is  a  world-renowned 
composer  and  producer,  and  his  name 
alone  carries  a  lot  of  weight  in  the  art 
community.

Some  members  not 
only  play  in  the  Charleston  Symphony, 
but  they  also  play  in  symphonies  such 
as  Savannah,  Atlanta  and  Greenville. 
Concerts  are  performed  throughout  the 
tri-county  area  to  entertain  the  local 
residents.  Baptist  College  hosts  a  se- 
ries of  concerts  during  the  year  to  give 
Dorchester  and  Berkeley  County  resi- 
dents the  opportunity  to  enjoy  the  sym- 
phony. 

Charleston  is  truly  lucky  to  have  such 
great  opportunities  and  cultural  expe- 
riences. Spoleto  and  the  Charleston 
Symphony  Orchestra  are  only  two  as- 
pects of  the  cultural  offerings  of  Char- 
leston.

1989  brought  about  many  events  that 
will  be  remembered  for  years  to  come. 
The  year  was  mixed  with  tragedy  and 
triumph. 

1 989  began  with  somewha  t  new  faces 
in  politics.  The  United  States  said  good- 
bye to  the  Reagans  and  welcomed  in 
George  and  Barbara  Bush.  President 
and  Mrs.  Bush  both  began  to  make 
positive  strides  in  education  reforms.

The 
sporting  world  was  also  filled  with 
tragedy  and  triumph.  Pete  Rose  was 
suspended  for  life  from  the  game  for
